Is it Jtustioe ? 

Gentlemen of the jury, have you 
agreed -upon your verdict ? We have. 
"What say you of the prisoner at the Lai , 
is <he guilty or not guilty? Guilty ! 
And theb' coines the punishment. But 
r'ffOTe/iS'this" remote portion of the 
Queen's Dominions, justice is doled 
oiit in a different way — a sort of Jud- 

/fi|^^yo)ig^t^tiiee; pupslxment first, aiul 
" trial lifter. The reader is already uwiuc 
of what II tenibie place Victoria Gaol 
i is. ■ It would, indeed, be difficult to 
concfiiivti of . any earthly punishment 
more aovere than incarceration in one 
of Its loatli.soiiK! ami crowded dmi^'Cdiis. 
Ill goiuy the rounds of that oarthly hell 
the other day, we found iu it thirteen 
persons hold for trial and two held to 
give evidence. The latter numboris, 
we Tmderstand, unusually small. Upon 

•■"'•toquiry we leai*ned that some of those 
have been waiting for jnstiee nearly 

' ' six months! Hero are men deprived of 
' their liberty f(jr alleged misdoing and 
thurst into that horrible place amongst 
Qouvictud thieves and iiiurilerers where 

f j . they, iare kept six weary months before 
they are aftordod any opportunity of 
establishing their iiinoeence ! Is this 
justice? Ave Ave tohl that these men, 
that is the thirteen, have lieen up 
before a ^lagistrate and a prima fai'ie 
case of guilL estabiished V Ui) before 
a magistrate, do you say ? AVIiy, there 
are Magistrates in British C(jluinbia 

whose committal ought to bo hehl 

well, "the least said is the easiest 
mended." But no man must tell us 
that committal by any Magistrate 
in thi.s Province constitutes fairground 

^ ,i,QX six months of such punishment as 
that under consideration. Yet even if 
v.'O accord to the Magistrate's warrant 
of committal the utmost value to which 
it would be entitled under more favor- 
i Ahle' '• ciroutnstances, the theory of 
■ • British law that "every man is held to 
be innocent until i:)roved guilty," still 
remains. Are we told that men eom- 
mittcd must be held for trial, and tliat 
tho gaol is the proper place ? To 
this we answer, it cannot be jn-opcr 
to hold men for trial in such a place ; 
neither can it be necessary that men 
should be kept waiting in any place 
six months for trial. Oh! but the time 
the prisoner has been kept in gaol 
awaiting trial counts 111 his sentence. 
, But suppose the prisoner succeeds in 
., estOiblishing his iimoeence, what then? 

■ < Ho^ shall justice atone for tho six 

' "months' incarceration in such a place V 
What could pf)ssibly compeiisato an 
. imioeont man for that? Oh! but their 
guilt must bo assumed. Must it, 
indeed! It is just here that the fatal 
error liqs, — the extremely un-British 

'"^ pj-actice of assuming guilt before trial. 
The voiy opposite should bo assumed; 
and these men should be treated, as 
nearly as circumstances will admit, as 
if they were innocent until proveil 
guilty, in every respect save tho one 

I "f i.pf ^P^rsonal liberty in the case of im- 

' 'Miliible or unbailed offences. Instead 
of this, men held for trial are, for the 
most part, subjected to treatment cal- 
culated to stamj) out the last spark of 
nianlujod and render tliem indilTerent 
to their fate when the day of trial 
'coines. But there is another and more 
' practical, if lower, gi'ound of objection 
to holding men so many months for 
trial. The reader needs not to lie 
told tliat there are generally about 
three times as many in \'ictoria Oaol as 
there are room for; as forprojier ac- 
commodation there is absolutely none. 
Were Courts of Nisi Prius and general 
gaol deliv(;ry heldoftener, say, once a 
month instead of twice a year, as at pre- 
eeiit, less room would Ije taken up by 
per-ions awaiting trial and jier- 
• sons held to give evidence; 

, 'and in -the same ratio would 
the expense of maintaining them iu- 
reduced. These considerations, added 
to the higher ones of justice to the in- 
dividuals t li(-ms(-lves, surely constitute 
a cns(- siillicieiitly strong to demand 
ilu,' prompt attention of the jn'o])ei- 
authorities. Nor can we imagine any 
' .•good I'oason why Victoria Gaol sliould 

'' no't have nionlhly ilelixcry. Even 
with the two Judges, there ai^peai's to 
bo no ilii'lie.ulty. Willi the three there 
surely c.'iniiot be a shadow of e.vcuse. 
A\ 0, therefore, resjjc'ctfully but 
earnestly commend this subject to tlic 
cai'ly consideration of those ujion whom 
tho administration of justice in this 
Province devolves, and we do so 'with 
.the move confidence because of the ad- 
•vent of a third Jud're.

In the summer of 1871, it will bo ro- 
membored thnt sovonil roturniiig Oiiiiiie- 
cans wore lost in iittoiiii)tiiig to roixoii tlio 
Skoonft by Fryini^'piui i'liss. Lust y, iinuiicr 
the road party diHcovered tlie boiKis of a 
man lying within a few foi^t of tlio trail 
tinder a tree. Portions of liia clotliint; 
and blankets in shreds wore scattered 
about. The poor man's coffeepot, jank- 
knifo and drinkinL;-cnp lay nciir. On tlio 
cup was s(!ratcluHl Iho naiiu', '"IJANirjj 
OAiiriiELij," porhiqiH (l<uu! while iio lay 
there dying — .stai-ving to death. In the 
cofTcopot (to show the i'xtr<Mnity to which 
he was reduced) wore found sprig.s of 
Spmoe. He had evidently used tlieso for 
tea. Tho body had boon devoured by 
wild bea-its, the marks of their teeth be- 
ing visible on tho bones. The Indians, 
last winter, found three lingers on tho 
HUOW-crust, where they hud bi'on drugged 
by the wihl aniinals. rieurc li uiude dui in.L; 
the summer for tlus rouiaius uf the other 
lost men was unsueeossfiil.

The Timber Trade of the 
Paciflc. 

(Fro]u Ihu Torouto Ololio.) 

Tho iiuportauce of tho timber trade 
of Pugot Sound, and the extent of its 
recent growth, may surpriso even 
those wlio aro well acquainted with tho 
value of tho forests of that region. 
From the statistics before us it ap- 
pears that the slilpiuent of I'lr from the 
ports of Wasliiiigtoii Territory reached, 
in 18G9, 130, 512 feet; and for tlio six 
mouths ending July 1st, IS72, tlujse 
sliipuuuits wero 118,.S51),r)()I feet, be- 
ing at thorato of 237,7i;!,P22 feet, for 
tho present year. One may calculate, 
therefore, that the amount will more 
than doubleitsolf^within a period of four 
yetirs, though a scarcity of tonnage 
auil the high freights prevailing have 
operated to the restriction of exporta- 
tion during the ])ast few uu)iitlis. An 
on(n'nious trade is being developed, 
and, as shipownere learu that they can 
alwiiys find regular and profitable car- 
goes by sending to Paget Sound ])orts, 
there will soon be no want of vessels to 
convey the lunihor prod\iced to far dis- 
taut liiarkets. The I'uited Stales Cus- 
toiii House records show that dining 
the lirst six months of this year ves- 
sels have been loaded and desjjiitclied 
to almost every ])art of the glol)e, Ihig- 
land, Tahiti, iMe.\ico, .\ust laliii, Kussia, 
Franco, China, Valparaiso, Honolulu, 
Panama, Caleuttaand Spain being con- 
spicuous among tho names found in the 
columns deiujting tho destination of 
the tintber exported. Tin; lociil coii- 
suiiipt ion is .also very great, and \ast 
quanitities of luiiibi'r are sent to ( 'al- 
ifornia auil (^astern parts. The l)uild- 
ing of a railway from tho Columbia 
River has given a fresli impetus to the 
production of the. district; and, as tlie 
western teriuiiuis of tlui Xortherii 
Pacilic Jiailroad will be located at some 
point on Puget Sound, there will be, 
probablyat no distant date, a consider- 
al)lo (quantity of lumber sent inland to 
supply tho domaud created by inorens- 
ed settleuu'Jit, while (itlii'r railways 
skortly to be built will open up millions 
of acres of llr forests. With lh(.' in- 
crease of trade and bright ])rospects for 
the future, tho towns of Olyiunia, 
Seattle and Stealicoom on thelJSound 
have received a considerable addition 
of poimlation, and tho whole of the 
Territory is enjoying an era of ju-osent 
prosperity audconlideiiceiu good times 
to eonio. 

It is estimated that the western por- 
tion of 'Washington Teniitoiy has 15 ,00U 
sf [uare miles of heavily timtJored land , 
which will yield an average of 'iO.dllO 
feet nf nierehiintable luinlx.a' to the.' acre. 
Alr(Midy this vast lield is being i xteu- 
sively drawn upon for the supplyof the 
rest of the world, tiud the production 
of manufactured tindjcr promises to 
[)rovido constant omjiloyiiuuit for ft largo 
2)opulationf(n' iiuiny years to come. With 
the exception of a kind of lumber 
known in the marl:et as "red woi)d," 
whicli is very serviceable for interior 
carpenters' work, California produces 
none of any considerable commercial 
value, the early forests, where they ex- 
isted, having been ruthlessly convert- 
ed into eordwood, while ncj young trees 
\iutil quite.' lately liave been jdanted. 
All nllicer has, however, now been aji- 
pointeil by the Government of that 
State at a high salai'y, whose time ia 
exclusively devoted to the subject of 
arboricidture. 

Tlio above facts, viewed simply as 
relating to a prolllable brunch of in- 
dustry in tlu' iieighliouring Kepublic. 
have sullicient interest to claim a space 
in our columns, but their consideration 
has a special attraction when consider- 
ed in relation to the I'ueilic Province 
t)f tho Dominion. \\r c;U! iicmm' ei'a^r> 
to regret tli.at th(- British (lii\(;niiueiit 
allowed itself to [larl with the valuable 
territory north of the Columbia Hiver 
to the Americuns, iu the belief tliat it 
possessed no practical valuo, and was 
therefore not worth the eonteiition 
necessary to in;iint;iiii possi >sii m of n 
c()ii!itrv to wliic'li tho title was •■ictually I 
indisputable. I'liinforiiied as the | 
Colonial otiice far too freejueiitly i-> uji- i 
on the resources of tlistant portions of j 
the empire, in this case the too credul- ' 
OUS Mini.stry allowed themselves to be | 
persuaded by the H udsoii 13ay( 'oiupany, | 
whoso obvious niotivo was to keep the 
territory a great fur preserve, that the 
country was a wilderness, xsow tli.al 
tho wealth of uorbhurn Oregon nnd 
Washington territory in luiiibor-forosts 
and ugrieiiltural lands is luunifest, it is of 
course, too late to rcpuir the liliiihlci', and 
i!Veu the company to wlloiio :,rlli -hlless the 
mistake is attributalde liuvi' long a;,'o liccii 
ou.sted from what t(j thcin proved a land 
liowing with milk and houoy. Still, we 
must bo thankful for small mercies, 
and, though wo have lost Puget Hound 
with nil its valuable appurteiiunccs, we 
can eonscde oni'sflves with tlu' i-ellretioii 
that we have yet \'aneoiiver Island with its 
iininevonH clusters of siiiullci- islfis, und 
the nminlaiul lietweeu the fi n'ty-nint h 
parallol and Alaska, tho whole fiu'iuing 
the important though sparoly populated 
Province of British Columbia. Li>aving 
the production of gold, eoul aii(l lisli 
usi<le, as hardly within the scope nf the 
|)resent article, we cuiinul liut ri'gai'il v.'it li 
satisfatdion the (!.\lenHiv(i virgin forests of 
valuable pine and eedur, besides otlu'r 
trees of less immediate importance, which 
cover a very largo portion of tho torritoiy, 
and will furnish a field of industry and 
eulerpi'iso for the ])i'(i.-,iint iiriil future 
j/i'lieratious. The Oou^;-h\s piun. '-o-iianinl 
after David .Douglas, tho jiioueei' 
exploror of Vancouver Island, togctle i' 
with tho white ])ino and a valuable des- 
cription .)f cedar, covers every inonntuin 
of the C;ascade Kangu, as well as the vul- 
li!ys, witli the riidi growth. The trees 
alike abonnd in the fertile bottom-lands 
and on tho most sterile and piv.'i'iijitons 
crags, la many idaces in the interior — 
Liltopst Jjako, for instonco, — the pines 
seem to gvuvf pi^t of tho poiiiendicular 
Kranito without a |)arti(;Io .of vi.sibh; soil' 
to nourish them, their tniiiks nppeuriujf 
to be implanted in the rock and built 
round with solid masonry. Of coiirsi> the 
(juality of the tinibiu' ilill'ers in various 

locoJiticB; bi;t its fvbi)a4wco is jnnttor of 



astouisliment to new arrivals oven from 
(^astern lumber districts. With tho ex- 
coxition of tho operations of a few mills, 
■the principal of which are situate at Bur- 
rard Inlet, on the ]\rainlund, the timber 
of the country aa y(!t stands undisturbed, 
and even forest fires make no apparent 
difTerence in its growth; for, lot a con- 
flagration, however destnu-tive, sweep 
over tho niount.iius, hariUy have tho ashes 
(U)ided bef(U'e young pines begin to emerge 
from the (lel)ris -so «ri>atly do the condi- 
ti. ins of tlie climate appear to favor their 
existence. It must not bo overlooked 
that the D(juglus ])ine to which we have 
alluded is prob.ably tho most valuable 
vuricdy of its kind. Tho oxcoed- 
ingly (do.s(> (O'owtli of these trees accounts 
for their bei'ouiing straiglit and tall, and 
accordingly they ure tho most suitable 
known for ship's s^iars, for which jiurposo 
cargoes have frequently been sent 
to London and Marseilles, as well as 
(,'hina, Singapore and other places. The 
largest tree iu the world, next to those 
forming the celebriited grove at Jlokel- 
mumiie Hill, California, was discovered 
within a milo of Now Westminster, on 
Frasor Eiver. 

"'ho existence of an immonso district of 
valnal)le timber being undisputed, whot 
a lield is presented for the employment of 
cupitul und Ir.bor ! A full knowdedgo of 
the inducements wi! have described is, 
one would imagine, all that is necessary 
to attract tho two elements ujion whicli 
t h(^ development of a new country's re- 
sources dei>ends; and tho reward of those 
whoso euterjirise is first in tho field will 
be the ac(piisition of the best locations 
for tlio enaction of mills. Though the 
su]iply ')f |ia;-s to saw is pruct ic.illy inex- 
haiistilile from till! singular fuct wo have 
mentioned of tho pines having Itho facili- 
ty of planting thom.seivos anywhere, even 
in tiie liari! rock, thoro must necessarily 
be n choice of position in establishing a 
mill, for which the numerous indentations 
in the coast all'iu-d fuvoralile and conven- 
ient sites accessilile to tho ocean. This 
is a hiijhiy important cousideration, as 
there will for some j'Oars be a far larger 
fiiieigii than homo market, tho whole 
world being customers. 

It may iierbapa occur to the reader that 
the facts mentioned in tho lirst part of 
t his urtich', in which we have given Wash- 
inifton Territory full credit for its woud- 
eiTnl tiniliei- resources, should exercise a 
discduruj^ing intluence upon tht> iuvest- 
nii'uL uf capital in lumbering o])eratii>ns 
111 Pritish Columbia; und such a deduc- 
tion without further knowledge would not 
be illogical. A very important matter, 
however, has now to be mentioned — one 
that has u special bearing on the commer- 
cial uspect of our subject. Pngot Sound 
itself hus no direct import trade, as it re- 
(■[.■ives its sujiply of [n'ovisions, dry goods, 
etc., from tho neighboring cities of San 
Francisco, Portland, and Victoria, such 
importations being made in local coasting 
vc'jsids. The shijis which carry lumber 
to distant parts of the worhl aro mostly 
lui-ge, while tlmse conveying spars are ne- 
cessarily of the greatest capacity. Those 
vessels always arrive in ballast, nearly all 
of lluuu having brought cargoes to Sail 
Francisco; ami, as a matter of fact, they 
perform the viiyage of nearly nine hun- 
dred niile.i frum that port t'l tlie Sound at 
u ileud lo.-s, A certain proportion of the 
ship.^ are owned in the United States, and 
possibly may at t i mes curry a few tons of 
freight, if .my oiVers, f(U- local COnsump- 
tiiui. as I'uf^i t Sound has no commercial 
port and lioastsno foreign commerce ; but 
till- maj(H'ityare not American, and manj- 
lly tho Prili.di ensign. The greater uum- 
b.u' thoi'oforo (if tlie visitors to Puget 
Souuil is by till' navigation laws absolute- 
ly )irc)liiliited frmn enjoying any share in 
the conveyance of freight from San Frau- 
eise ). as it is under tho laws of tho Uni- 
ted States a coasting voyage. No saoh re- 
striction, however, would intorfero with 
tho cariwiiig of as much or as little as 
might offer to liritish Coluiubia. Herein 
has tho o|)portuiiity for our Pacilie Pro- 
vinec, whiidi by otTering a jiroiier supply 
of lumber or spars to all comers will jios- 
sess a manifest advantiige over Washing- 
Ion Territory. It is quite certain, if at an 
eipial distancii from the Oolden Gate car- 
;,''oos can be furnislnMl at the same pric(>, 
shipowiii rs will o"ive a preference to the 
dost inat ion for which some freight can 
ul\\ ,i,\ .-^ 1"' olitaiiioil, while tho numerous 
opljoituiiitii-s plaoi'd thus at the dis[)osul 
of Victoria iie ri haiits must gre.-rtly lessen 
tho price of touna^'-o, ami pro\-e a substan- 
tial bomi to importers. Uiiforlnnately , 
uM he proscnt t i uie. owiiii,' to the inadc!- 
(|uate produi-tion of the I'roviiiee, sliijis 
hriuging freight to Victoria are often 
obliged to procoed to the Sound to ob- 
tain tlndr iiargoos of lunibor, and so the 
uuliiial alvuiitu;;e of the situutioii is uu- 
iiupro'.od. Thi' !.;reut want of Eritisli 
('oliim'oiu i. cupitul to ilexilop her re- 
sourco ,, uii.l the njienings to which we 
draw ulti iition are neglected chiefly be- 
eau.se they are unporceivod. In conjunc- 
tion with the development of tho timber 
trade of tlu' Pr(jvinco, local conimoree 
iiiusl :itiy i vpaud. Victoria merchants 
.-•liould Ih' ill u position to oll'er either 
freight or churtcr to every foreign vessel 
arriving on tho Nortli I'ucilic ooust, and 
should have agents in Sun Francisco to 
aoduro ovory ship entering tho harbor. 
The great roqulreinouts aro capital and 
enteriuM.so, and British Columbia looks to 
the Eastern Provinoes to supply those
